PONTIFF PLANS PILGRIMAGE 
TO SHRINES IN HOLY LAND 


. . . First Catholic Ruler To Make Such A Trip 


Vatican City W) — P o p e 


Paul VI announced Wednes- 
day he will go to the Holy 
Land next month on a pil- 
grimage dedicated to Christ- 
ian unity and peace among 
men. He will be thc first ruler 
of the Roman Catholic Church 
to make such a trip. 


Thc Holy Land is Palestine, 


whose great Christian shrines 
have been divided between

A Place For 


Pressure 


At the risk of boring our readers, there 


are a number of things that should be 
considered but were not discussed here 
yesterday in an article dealing with the 
proposed and controversial development of 
the Stevens Creek watershed as a resi- 
dential subdivision. One councilman, for in- 
stance, noted when the City Council held 
Its hearing on this proposal that he had 
had about all the pressure he wanted on 
tJie subject and was not going to be stam- 
peded Into any fast action. 


This was said at the time that it was 


being decided to make a study of the many 


complications involved 
with this project. T h e 
idea of the study is to 
see how solid is t h e 
ground on w h i c h the 


city's position is founded and what arc 
the prospects for the future in connection 
with development of Stevens Creek. For one 
thing, the pressure is something that goes 
with being a member of the City Council. 
It is not something that can ever be elimi- 
nated, nor necessarily should it be elimi- 
nated, unless it takes the form of bribery, 
threats, etc. It is assumed that this latter 
kind of pressure is not the kind we are 
talking about here. 


Bat the pressure was not all one-sided, 


either. What about the builders and real- 
tors who appeared as a means of bringing 
pressure against the Stevens Creek develop- 
ment? They have every right to appear 
but U should be understood that they also 
bave a selfish interest. 


The matter of interest also raises the 


question of the validity of two City Coun- 
dl votes. We doubt that either Councilman 
Lloyd Hinkley or Councilman Ervin Peter- 
son, particularly the latter, should have 
voted on this matter. Hinkley handles real 
estate and could quite conceivably be di- 
rectly or indirectly damaged by a resi- 
dential development in competition with 
whatever interests he now has. 


* 
Peterson is himself a builder on a large 


scale and has a substantial tract of land 
to the south that he intends to push as a 
residential subdivision. The integrity and 
honesty of neither man have to be ques- 
tioned to invalidate their votes. The ques- 
tion is not whether they vote as dic- 
tated by any conflict of Interests, h u t 
rather, the mere existence of any such 
conflict. In the presence of a conflict, noth- 
ing needs to be assumed one way or an- 
other but the individual with the conflict 
owes it to the public to refrain from voting 
in cases where the conflict exists. Such, of 


course, is provided for in tiic city charter. 


As to pressure, It involved the mutter 


of haste in the city's making Us study. Thc 
councilman Interested In (his point wus 
against any rush job forced upon him by 
the Stevens Creek advocates. Thc coum-il- 
man, 
however, should take a look nt the 


record. The city has known ubuut this 
specific Stevens Creek project for s I \ 
months and city administrators s h o u l d 
have had at their fingertips each and ev- 
ery answer wanted by any member of the 
council. The fact is that the city Is no- 
toriously slow, painfully slow, w h e n It 
comes to the processing of plats and the 
working out of arrangements for develop- 
ment. 


* 
The City Council should be as inter- 


ested in the bottlenecks in the city admin- 
istration as it is in the pushing it gels from 
outside government. There are builders or 
developers who have waited more than a 
year for simple utility decisions out of the 
City Hall and this should not be. 


Recall now the fact that hi place of 


growth to the east, the city government 
wants growth north, west and south. Two 
Items not discussed In this connection in- 
clude city assessment on vacant land and 
actions under condemnation proceedings. 
Thc growth of these areas would be stim- 
ulated if tax assessments were realistic 
and land speculation, thus, discouraged. 


But not all- the land in the desired 


areas of growth is available because it can 


be cheaply held for a 
dear price. And many 
of the areas of preferred 
growth 
are 
scattered 


with unsightly, unsafe 


and unsanitary situations of one kind or 
another. Why doesn't the city make an ef- 
fort to clean up those areas in which it 
wants growth so they can grow? Perhaps 
if the city fulfilled its many responsibili- 
ties, we would not end up with the great 
clamor there is for developments that do 
not conform to the city plan. Perhaps, 
then, the city plan would be the sensible 
and acceptable thing it is supposed to be. 


And f i n a l l y , housing developments 


these days are not of the small scale they 
used to be. Developers look, not for a feiv 
lots, but large tracts where the efficiency 
of mass production can be practiced. Pre- 
ferred growth areas fail to satisfy this 
modern trend. Stevens Creek may not make 
the grade at this time but it has put the 
city government on the spot and will re- 
lentlessly keep it there.

The Court's Decision 


Ventures by states in the f i e l d of 


"right-to-work" laws survived a significant 
test recently when the U.S. Supreme Court, 
by an 8 to 0 decision, refused to interfere 
with a Florida 
statute outlawing t h e 


"agency shop." 


An agency shop is a union security 


provision, written into some of its con- 
tracts, applicable when a union is accepted 
as a bargaining agent for employes com- 
posed both of union and non-union mem- 
bers. It provides that the non-union mem- 
bers be assessed fees equivalent to union 
dues as their share of the costs of bargain- 
ing. It is less stringent than the closed shop 
which requires all employes to embrace 
union membership. 


At first glance the court's decision ap- 


pears to be a ruling on right and wrong, 
and a new statement of labor principle. 
But in reality it does not do that, ft simply 
adheres to the provisions of the Taft-Harl- 
ley Act and represents an attitude of fed- 


eral law which came into existence with 
that act. 


Tafl-Hartley specifically outlaws t h e 


closed shop. By insistence of the late Sen- 
ator Robert Taft it refused to legislate 
against other forms of union security. By 
the same token it did not exclude state leg- 
islation in that latter field. 


The defense of the union against the 


blow to its security was based on its con- 
tention that the issue was within the juris- 
diction of the Labor Relations Board. But 
the Supreme Court's decision actually held 
that the board was not exempt from the 
provision of the Taft-Hartlcy Act. which 
is the framework under which it operates. 


Indeed, the decision validates a blow 


at union security, which is actually the in- 
tent of stale right-lo-work legislation. But 
it appears that the defense is not in court 
action against the laws, but in legislation 
itself. 


Go Still Farther

A Pla ce For 
Pressure 


At the risk of boring our readers, there 
are a number of things that should he 
considered but Mere not discussed here 
y esterday in an article dealing with the 
proposed and controv ersial dev elopment of 
the Stev ens Creek watershed as a resi­ 
dential subdiv ision. One councilman, for in­ 
stance, noted when the City Council held 
its hearing on this proposal that he had 
had about all the pressure he wanted on 
the subject and was not going to be stam­ 
peded into any fast action. 
This was said at the time that it was 
being decided to make a study of the many 
complications 
inv olv ed 
with this project. T h e 
idea of the study is to 
see how solid is t h e 
ground on w h i c h the 
city ’s position is founded and what are 
the prospects for the future in connection 
with dev elopment of Stev ens Creek. For one 
thing, the pressure is something that goes 
with being a member of the City Council. 
It is not something that can ev er be elimi- 
nated, nor necessa rily should it be elim i­ 
nated, unless it ta kes the form of bribery , 
threats, etc. It is assumed that this latter 
kind of pressure is not the kind we are 
talking about here. 
But the pressure was not all one-sided, 
either. What about the builders and real­ 
tors who appeared as a means of bringing 
pressure against the Stev ens Creek dev elop­ 
ment? They hav e ev ery right to appear 
but it should be understood that they also 
ha v e a selfish interest. 
The matter of interest also ra ises the 
question of the v alidity of two City Coun­ 
cil v otes. We doubt that either Councilman 
Lloy d Hinkley or Councilman Erv in Peter­ 
son, particularly the latter, should hav e 
v oted on this matter. Hinkley handles real 
estato and could quite conceiv ably be di­ 
rectly or indirectly damaged by a resi­ 
dential dev elopment in competition with 
whatev er interests he now has. 
★ 
Peterson is him self a builder on a large 
sca le and h'as a substantial tract of land 
to the south that he intends to push as a 
residential subdiv ision. The integrity and 
honesty of neither man hav e to be ques­ 
tioned to inv alidate their v otes. The ques­ 
tion is not whether they v ote 
as dic­ 
tated by any conflict of interests, b u t 
rather, the mere ex istence of any such 
conflict. In the presence of a conflict, noth­ 
ing needs to be assumed one May or an­ 
other but the indiv idual with the conflict 
owes it to the public to refrain from v oting 
in ca ses where the conflict ex ists. Such, of 


co u rse, is p ro v id ed fo r in the city charter. 
As to pressure, it inv olv ed the mattrr 
of haste in the city ’s making its study , The 
councilman interested in this point was 
against any rush job forced upon him by 
the Stev ens Creek adv ocates. The council­ 
man. howev er, should take a look at the 
record. The city has known about this 
specific Stev ens Creek project for s i x 
months and city administrators s h o u l d 
hav e had at their fingertips each and ev ­ 
ery answer wanted by any member of the 
council. The fact is that the city is no­ 
toriously slow, painfully slow, w h e n it 
comes to the processing of plats and the 
working out of arrangements for dev elop­ 
ment.

It prov ides that the non-union mem­ 
bers be assessed fees equiv alent to union 
dues as their share of the costs of bargain­ 
ing. It is less stringent than the closed shop 
which requires all employ es to embrace 
union membership. 
At first glance the court’s decision ap­ 
pears to be a ruling on right and wrong, 
and a new statement of labor principle. 
But in reality it does not do that, it simply 
adheres to the prov isions of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act and represents an attitude of fed­

the p ro d u ct fo r allergies is 
an anti-histamine.) 
No , allergic rhinitis is no t 
ex actly a sy no ny m fo r hay 
fev er. Hay fev er is an allergy 
to ragweed and similar p o l­ 
lens. It makes the v ictim 
sneeze, makes his ey es and 
no se water. An allergic rhin­ 
itis is similar bu t no t the 
same.

children who hav e become 
inv eterate t h u m b-suekers. 
The steady and prolonged 
pressure can do real dam­ 
age.

thumb-v s.-pacifier controv er­ 
sy is of major consequence

A bit of casual thumb-suck­ 
ing is nothing for any one to 
worry about, but there is no 
ex cuse for keeping a pacifier 
handy to stuff in a baby ’s 
mouth to shut him up when 
he whimpers.

It will be interesting to 


sec if distinguished dele- 
gates to the Ecumenical 
Council in Vatican City set a 
compulsory retirement age 
for prelates. Under debate 
is a docur cut on Church 
government stating, "Bish- 
ops who have become in- 
capable of fulfilling their 
pastoral office suitably be- 
cause of permanent illness, 
advanced age or other seri- 
ous causes, arc 
strongly 


urged to resign of their own 
free will out of love of God 
and concern for souls." 


But will bishops resign of 


their own free will? Prob- 
ably no more willingly than 
bankers, borough presidents 
and businessmen. Once a 
man has found a satisfy- 
ing niche which generates a 
sense of power and provides 
an opportunity to exercise 
talents and authority he is 
most reluctant to withdraw. 


The question is particu- 


larly sticky in ecclesiastical 
circles because men do not 
ordinarily rise to high sta- 
tus in the church until they 
are well past the half cen- 
tury mark and have ac- 
cumulated decades of sen- 
iority. As a matter of fact, 
nearly all Roman Catholic 
Bishops arc past GO years of 
age and one is past the cen- 
tury mark. 


Churchly opponents of en- 


forced retirement can cite 
numerous instances of su- 
perior spiritual accomplish- 
ments by aged 
prelates, 


both past and present. And, 
of course, two of their most 
telling examples are the 
late Popes John and Pius 
who were figures of tower- 
ing competence and respect 
well beyond three-score-and- 
ten.

Among my clippings is an 


article written several years 
ago by a man of 28 who has 
since passed on. One para- 
graph states. "Anyone who 
complains of growing old 
doesn't realize what a mag- 
nificent gift is liis. I have 
leukemia and they tell me 
1 have only a few more 
months. Life seems so dear 
and fascinating, but soon il 


shall be taken from me. 
When I look out the window 
and sec an old man, even if 
he's ragged and destitute, I 
am seized with envy for he 
was permitted to grow old." 


If more of us looked at 


life through the eyes of one 
who is about to lose it, we'd 
sense more acutely what a 
splendid thing it is to be 
alive. Yet most of us arc 
very materialistic in evalu- 
ating life, and base our ap- 
praisal on such secondary 
values as the money we 
have, the beauty with which 
we have been endowed, or 
the popularity we enjoy. 


Those along in years who 


find themselves regretting 
age need to remind t h e m-

They may not en- 
joy all the material breaks 
for which man yearns. But 
they have received s o m e- 
thing better—a full allot- 
ment of years.

column some six years ago

It will he interesting to 
see if distinguished dele­ 
gates to the 
Ecumenical 
Council in Vatican City set a 
compulsory retirement age 
for prelates. Under debate 
is a document on Church 
government stating, “ Bish­ 
ops who have become in­ 
capable of fulfilling their 
pastoral office suitably be­ 
cause of permanent illness, 
advanced age or other seri­ 
ous 
causes, 
are 
strongly 
urged to resign of their own 
free will out of love of God 
and concern for souls.” 
But will bishops resign of 
their own free will? Prob­ 
ably no more willingly than 
bankers, borough presidents 
and businessmen. Once a 
man has found a satisfy­ 
ing niche which generates a 
sense of power and provides 
an opportunity to exercise 
talents and authority he is 
most reluctant to withdraw. 
The question is particu­ 
larly sticky in ecclesiastical 
circles because men do not 
ordinarily rise to high sta­ 
tus in the church until they 
are well past the half cen­ 
tury mark and have ac­ 
cumulated decades of sen­ 
iority. As a matter of fact, 
nearly all Roman Catholic 
Bishops are past 60 years of 
age and one is past the cen­ 
tury mark. 
Churchly opponents of en­ 
forced retirement can cite 
numerous instances of su­ 
perior spiritual accomplish­ 
ments 
by 
aged 
prelates, 
both past and present. And, 
of course, two of their most 
telling examples 
arc the 
late Popes John and Pius 
who were figures of tower­ 
ing competence and respect 
well beyond three-score-and- 
ten. 


Among my clippings is an 
article written several years 
ago by a man of 28 who has 
since passed on. One para­ 
graph states. “ Anyone who 
complains of growing old 
doesn't realize what a mag­ 
nificent gift is his. I have 
leukemia and they tell me 
1 have only a few more 
months. Life seems so dear 
and fascinating, but soon it 


shall be taken from me. 
When I look out the window 
and see an old man, even if 
he’s ragged and destitute, I 
am seized with envy for he 
was permitted to grow old.” 
If more of us looked at 
life through the eyes of one 
who is about to lose it, we’d 
sense more acutely what a 
splendid thing it is to be 
alive. Yet most of us are 
very materialistic in evalu­ 
ating life, and base our ap­ 
praisal on such secondary 
values as the money we 
have, the beauty with which 
we have been endowed, or 
the popularity we enjoy. 
Those along in years who 
find themselves regretting 
age need to remind t h e m ­ 
selves that they are rich 
indeed. They may not en­ 
joy all the material breaks 
for which man yearns. But 
they have received s o m e ­ 
thing better—a full allot­ 
ment of years.

the contract, even 


though the finesse lost, if 
West had had the five of 
spades. 


But,

South, East showed up with 
the queen of diamonds as 
well as the missing spade, 
and the outcome was t h a t 
South went down one. It is 
true that declarer might have 
gone down anyhow if East 
had 
cashed 
the

spades earlier, but East's 
subtle 
defense 
practically 


forced South to misguess the 
diamond finesse. 


East's 'play w a s 
well 


founded. He realized, after 
West had shown up with the 
K-Q-J of spades, that South 
had every missing high card 
for his 1G to 18 point no- 
trump. West had shown 6 
points, dummy had 10, and 
East had 8, thus accounting 
for 24 high-card points. South 
therefore had to have pre- 
cisely 16 points, which were 
bound to include the A-.J of 
diamonds. 


East realized that if he did 


not cash the spade at trick 
five South would very likely 
lake the two-way diamond 
finesse through West in order 
to "insure" the contract. 
This was shrewd thinking on 
East's part — and it paid 
off.

physical check-up about once 
every six months,” said Dr. 
\rthur B. Pittman of Oma­ 
ha. president of the Nebras­ 
ka Veterinary Medical Asso­ 
ciation, “ and should have a 
rabies vaccination once each 
year.” 
Dr, Pittman 
said 
a 
dog 
will also experience 
dental 
problems and 
should 
have 
the tartar scaled from his 
teeth every six months. 
Dr. Pittman said veterinar­ 
ians “ do 
almost the same 


operations on a dog that can 
be performed on a human. 
We amputate legs, 
remove 
infected eyes, perform opera­ 
tions and remove cancerous 
organs and tumors, and cor­ 
rect digestive illnesses,” 
He said many problems ex­ 
perienced by animals are re­ 
lated to feeding habits some­ 
times brought on by owners 
who unknowingly feed their 
pets things that are detri­ 
mental to them. 
Dog Food 
“ A dog should be fed 
a 
good grade of dog food. Milk, 
leftovers and bones can cause

digestive p r o b l e m s . Also 
things found by the animals 
in garbage can be poisonous 
or just simply not good for 
them. 
“ When 
a 
dog 
or 
other 
household pet gets sick the 
: owner should take it to a vet* 
jerinarian at once instead of 
I administering h o m e 
reme­ 
dies,” he said. 
Dr. Pittman said pet own­ 
ers today take excellent care 
of their pets and “ the pet 
sometimes takes the place of 
a child.” 
“ Some pet owners s p e n d 
more money and time on care 
I for their pets than on care 
for themselves,” he said. He 
told of a woman who brought 
a dog to him for treatment 
and said that the money she 


was spending on the dog was 
intended to be spent for the 
care of her own teeth. 
“ The equipment we use— 
X-ray machines, surgical in­ 
struments, resuscitators, and 
so on—Is the same a medical 
doctor would use on human 
patients, 
o n l y 
sometimes 
smaller. 
Blood Transfusions 
“ We 
give 
animals 
blood 
transfusions and send speci­ 
mens of organic tissues to 
medical pathologists for re­ 
search,” he said. 
Dr, Pittman said the biggest 
killer of dogs is 
distemper. 
“ The shots given house pets 
now are a great improvement 
over those used in the recent 
past. The serums used today 
are much more effective than 
those used as little as four 
years ago. There are practi­ 
cally no failures with 
these 
modern 
drugs,” 
he pointed 
out. 


Dr. Pittman said the veter­ 
inarian is sometimes called 
out of bed in the middle of the 
night for an emergency case, 
and he usually requests that 
the pet be taken to his office 
because of the facilities there. 
“ Most of our night calls are 
to perform caesarean sections 
on small dogs giving birth to 
a litter of pups,” he said.

role. Navy, ranked second 
nationally 
behind 
Texas, 


has won the last four meet- 
ings. 


"Navy says it won't go to 


a bowl unless it beats Army 
and, apparently, they've al- 


ready beaten us," Dictzcl 
said. "They've scouted Tex- 
as and seen fit to criticize, 
saying Texas is not blocking 
legally. I noted one head- 
line recently which s a i d 
'Middies sail toward Cotton 
Bowl.1 


"Now Navy is saying 


we're a good football team. 
But that's not what they 
were saying all year. Sud- 
denly they've changed their 
tune. They're not fooling 
anybody, however. We know 
exactly what they think of 
us.

At the closing session of 
the minor league winter eon- j 
v ention. the e x e c u t i v e s 
a d o p t e d Amendment 
110 
which stipulates that each of 
the 
four ex pansion clubs— 
Houston, 
Washington, 
New 
York Mels and l^os Angeles 
Angels—be permitted to as­ 
sign four first y ear play ers 
to the minors without hav ing 
to first ask w a i\ers on them. 
Under ex isting restrictiv e 
rules, a club may option only 
one first y ear man as a “ de­ 
signated” 
play er 
and 
he 
counts 
againsi 
the 
major I 


leagues* 25-play er limit. All 
other first y ear play ers head­ 
ed for the minors must first 
pass through a waiv er route 
and clubs risk losing each 
play er for the nominal sum 
of $8 .000. 


Nex t y ear the 
four 
new 
clubs will be permitted to op­ 
tion four first y ear kids to 
the minors without such fears 
and 
without 
hav ing 
them 
count 
on 
their 
big 
league 
roster. In addition, the four 
new clubs may still send out 
a designated play er but he 
must count against the big 
league roster. 


Before the amendment can 
become a baseball 
law, it 
must be ratified by the ma­ 
jors. This, howev er, was re­ 
garded as a formality .

Two University of Nebras- 


ka physicists. Dr. Theodore 
Jorficnscn and Dr. Paul R. 
Bycrly Jr., represented t li e 
University Wednesday at the 
dedication of the world's third 
largest "atom smasher" at 
the Argonnc National Labora- 
tory in Illinois. 


The University of Nebras- 


ka, as a member of the As- 
sociated M i d w e s t Univer- 
sities, will be allowed to use 
the $50 million device known 
as the zero gradient synchro- 
ton (ZGS). 


The ZGS, which required 


four years to be built, is a 
doughnut-shaped machine, 210 
feet in diameter which v.-il!
